And the Prophets of God, 
again, Many of them ſuffered by the. Jews, 
who witnelled Chrift was to come, there was 
one {laine between the Temple and the Altar, 
by the 1 ews, Which had the words, but not the 
life : Now many of the Jewes which had the 
words, cauſed others to ſuffer which had the 
life ; but the Prophets they ſuffered for the life, 
and the Apoſtles they ſuffered for the denymg 
of the Jewiſh Commandments, and their Ordi- 
nances, and ſaid whatſoever they ſould in the 
ſhambles, that they might eat ; and the Jewes 
formerly, they had ſuffered fc: holding uptheſe 
things, before the ſubſtance was come, by them 
that was out of the Law of God ; for the Pro»
